Another Band Said to Have Crossed Into Texas
—{ur Troops Patrolling the Border.

NMAN ANTON10, Tex., Oct. 2.—There is ev-
ery indication that therevolutionary move-
ment, which recently assumed considera-
ble prominence in northern Mexico, 18 soon
to be brought out afresh, and that this
time Catarina Garzaand General Sandoval,
with the 1ntrepid leaders of the proposed
uprising, will use every efiort to accom-
plish their purpose.

1 have been informed by General Lajero that
180 men bave crossed from Mexico into Texas
for the purpose of meeting Sandoval, who is sup-
posed to be bringiug supplies, arms, alnmuuition
and money. He also informs e that the chief
of police at Laredo, or Nueva Laredo, Lias traced
Saundoval to New Orleans, where he is supposed
to be in the Interest of Garza's movement,
General Larejo wished me to communicate these
facts to the United States authorities, with the
request that they endeavor to apprehend San-
doval before he reaches the border.

The captain of the Texas Rangers at
Alice has been informed of the situation.
There 18 a good deal of sarprise and appre-
hension here that Garza has more support
than at first he appeared to have. General
Stanley stated that the United States
troops now patrolling the border for the pur-
me of 1ntercepting the revolutienists had

een instructed to exercise every vigilance,
The troops at Fort Ringgold were to-dav
reinforced by Company E, of the Eighteenth
Infantry.

Irish-Americans Resolve to Steer Clear
of All Factional Dissensions,

They Hope to See Hero Worship and One-Man
Power Obliterated in Ireland, and Refuse
to Indorse Either Parnell or McCarthy.

Not Another Dollar to Be Contributed

M. V. Cannon Elected President of the Na-
tional League to Sncceed Fitzgerald—Sen-
eational Charges by Secretary Sutton.

NEITHER FACTION INDORSED.

Irish National League of America Refuses to
Take Up the Fight of the Leaders,
Cnicaco, Oct. 2—M. V., Canoon, of Oma-
ha, to-night succeeded John Fitzgerald as
president of the Irish  gtional League of
America. The cenvention, notwithstand-

ing a spirited struggle, adopted an attitude
of absolute independence for the organiza-

tion from any of the factions in Ireland or
their auxiliary bodies. Secretary John P.
Sutton was re-elected by aceclamation, and
William Lyman,of New York, unanimously
chosen treasurer,

Ap exciting and enthusiastic, yet thor-
oughly business-like session marked the
close of the convention. When the com-
mittees appointed yesterday wero finally
ready to report, the proceedings followed
each other in rapid succession. W. J.
Gleason, of Cleveland, chairman of the
committee on constitution, submisted a
plan which made no mention of a parent
body in ireland, thus divesting the Amer-
ican body from subjection to control or re-
sponsibility to the diverse organizations at
present ex sting in Ireland. The plan was
adopted without gnestion, and the salaries
of the president, secretary and treasurer
to be chosen were fixed at §1,000 per year.

A bubbub was raised by Dennis Ryan,

of St. Louis, objecting to the clanse in the
constitution virtually making one of the
objects of the leogue the boycotting in
America of importatious of goods of Epnglish
mannfactare, He thought such action
looked like taking a hand ip American pol-
fties, but the convention failed to see the
connection and clamorously yelled for Mr.
Ryan to sit down, while it declared itself
uumistakably for the boycott.

THE MAJORITY PLATFORM.

The real fight of the day occurred when
the report of the committee on platform
was read by Chairman Cannon. Dauring
the reading the convention was attentive,
though repeatedly breaking into cheers.

The platform was as follows:

First—The Irish National League of America,
in convention assembled, at Chicago, on Oct. 2,
1801, testitlea 11s devotion to the iag of the
Union and the unquenchable love of its members
for the laws and institntions of our glorions
country, recoguizing, a+ we do, gladly and proud-
}1}'. that our primary allegiance is due to that

ag aud to those institutions. We affirm that our
overmastering desire is to see extended to our
motberland the benefits aceruing from equal
laws such as have blessed Awerica and made
her the Lope of suffering mankind and the model
for nations struggling for free institutions

Becond—We regret the conditions now existing
in Ireland and attribate their possibility to an
unfortunate tendency toward hefo worship and
one-man demination, which we hope to see ob-
literated from the publie life of [reland.

Third—We have no desire, nor do we deem it
wise, necessary or patriotic to pass judgment
upon the guestions now so unhappily separating
our bretheren in the old land. We have bhercto-
fore tendered our good otfices in the adjustment
of those differences, and that tender bas been
wholly disregarded by the contending elements;
but we may, and must speak out the opinions
and wishes of the peeple whom we represent,
and say that it is the duty of the Irish and all
other oppressed people to seek freedom by peace-
able methods, and only when such methods
have been fully tried and found wanting are
nations and peoples justiied in re-orting to
foree: but we strongly and emphatically assert
thatit is equally a duty to prepare for every
emergency, and stand ready to aid our kindred
in every manly way recognized and comiwended
by usage and eivilization in obtaluing freemen’s
privileges in a land consecrated to freedom by
the herole sacritices of ceutnries,

Fourth—We eall upon those who are responsi-
ble for the locking-1 p of over $200,000, wmainly
contributed by the people of this country for the
support of the evicted tenants on “the plan of
cazpaign,” to release the sawe and distribute it
as originally intended by the subscribers, and we
pledee ourselves that, nntil this request is com-
plied with, we are resolved not to eontribite an-
other dollar to aid those who have withheld this
money from its legitiinate beneficiaries.

Fifth—We hereby resolve to maintain onur or-
ganization for the purpose of being in readiness
for the perforinance of such dutics as the exi-
gencies of the future shall show to be fit and
proper, and we humbly invoke tbhe guidance of
Almighty God, for our brothers and ourselves, to
the end that with His blessing our reunited
efforts may result in securiug for the Irish people
the land tn which he planled them, and a gov-
ernment whose personnel shall be so clean and
pure, and whose principles shall be so broad,
humane and free as to make it a model among
the free nations of the earth.

Sixih—~We extend our heartfelt sympathy to
our president, Hon. John Fitzgerald, of Liuncoln,
and our first vice-president, Hon. Patrick Mar-
tin, of Baltimore, iu their illness, and earnestly
hope for their speed¥ recovery. No canse has
ever had braver, truner and more self-sacrificing
sons than Fitzgerald and Martin, and the Irish-
men will, we trust, ever remember with grati-
tude their great services to their country.

Seventh—We call the attention of Awmerica to
the canse of American citizens suffering penal
horrors in British dungeons, hecause of evidence
plaiuly wanufactured, and the fact that they
dared to express themselves In favor of a free
Ireland, and we ask oar repreaentatives in Con-
gress to press the matter upon the attention of
the State Department.

THE SQUELCHED MINORITY REPORT,
Before a motion for the adoption of the
platform could be put, Judge Donnelly, of
Wisconsin, arose and announced that there
was & minority report from the platform
committee. He proceeded to argune that

the mnority did not disagree with any-
thing in the majority report except that it
did not go far enough. He wished the con-
vontion to recognize a goveruing party in
Ireland, Assuwmptions of neutrality are
well enough, he said, but deceive no one,
They sbould boldly and manfully meet the
issue, and declare that in lreland, as else-
where, the majority should rale,

Mr. Lyman, of New York, called on the
Chair to cut short a long speech and order
the reading of the minority report. ‘T'he
convention was visibly growing impatient,
and Judge Doncelly proceeded to read the
tollowing, signed by himself, Sharon of
lowa and O'Byrene of Georgia:

We, the minority of your commitiee on reso-
Iutions, while heartily approving the majority
report, s0 far as it goes, v g leave to snbmit the
following amendment, to Le {nserted therein as
o resolution, and n ove its adopticn:

Resolved, That as American ¢lticens and tirm
believers in the prineiples on wnich our jovern
ment is founded, we can recognize the claaum of
no person to the chairmauship of the Irish par-
liamentary party which is not founded on the
consent and approval of the mu ority of that
party, and we inatract the ofticers of this league

to recognize the chairman chosen by the major-
ity of the Irish parliawnentary party.

Everybody saw a battle.royal was immi.
nent between Justin MeCarthy's friends,
on the one band, and the bulk of the dele-
gates who favored independence, re-en-
forced Ly those who were still for uphold-
ing Parnell, At this interesting juncture
Mr. Corkery, of Chicago, slipped 1n a sug-
gestion that as it was claimed the Donnelfy
production was not a minority report, but
a supplementary resolntion, the thing to do
was to adopt the platform first, and then
vote on the sapplement. This seemed ex-
actly what the McUCarthyvites did not want,

| but 1t was their own argument, and they
Preparations were €

submitted as gracefully as they counld
while the platform was adopted with ap-
planse,

Like a tlash now came a motion to lay the
McCarthyite report on the table. The mo-
tion was not debatable, and, to the chagrin
of Judge Donnelly and his supporters, was

declared carried viva voce. They rallied
promptly, however, Mr. Sharon, of lowa,
demanding a call of the States. Mr. Kelly,
of Wisconsin. impetuonsiy called upon the
convention to put itself on record “in favor
of somebody or something, somewhere or
somehow,” but he was shut off by a point
of order. Messra. Sharon, of lowa, and
Sweeney, of Obhio, had similar unoleassaut
experiences, and & champion parliamentary
puzzle of motions and amendments ensued,
the apparent object being to prevent a call
of the States.

ALMOST A RUMPUS.

Mr. Brady, of Chicago, allayed the fast-
rising irntation with & brief yet eloquent
avpeal, thou ™ opposed to the amendment,
that the cor v« 1tion, in the interest of fair
play, rermit 2 roll-eall. Delegate Joyce,

another Chicagoan, wanted the convention
to understand that the roll-call would in-
dicated whether or not the convention pro-

to indorse as leader Justin MeCarthy.
Confusion reigned fora moment, but depre-
eatory looks and gestures on all sides
somewhat gqaieted the more hot-headed,
and interest centered in the polling of each
of the States, particularly Illinois. Chair-
man Corkery, of that delegation, declared
the result unanimous for placing the Me-
Carthyite resolution on the table. This
was gquestioned and Father Foley, of lowa,
excitedly shouted for a reconut, and want-
ed to know how many deiegates there were
from Illinois. Much cheering followed
when a rising vote of the Illinois delega-
tion showed 153 yeas and 5 nays. )

Father Foley now jumped to his feet
and, wilaly shakiog a roll of paper at the
Illinois men, avnounced lowa's vot~ as?2
yeas, 15 nays. and passionately adding,
“And they represeut more money, too, than
al! the men from [llinois.” Wisconsin also
voted 7 yveas, 11 nays, bat in the great ma-
jority of States tLe bulk of the ballots were
against indorsing McCarthy, New York
particularly voting 4 solid yeas. The
total vote was 418 yeas to 34 nays, effectu-
atly shelving the minority report.

Secretary Sutton, who bad distributed a
sensational report, given below, among
the delegutes, was given leave to omnt the
reading, owing to its length. The conven-
tion, however, adopted the report.

Then came the eloction of oflicers, as an-
nonunced above, Patrick Boyle, of Toronto,
Canada, was chosen first vice-president; M,
D. Gallagher, of New York, second vice-

resident, ana E. J, O'Conner, of Angusta,

a., third. President Cannon’s eabmmet or
national conncil was announced by hiumn as
follows: Daniel Cerkery, of Illinois; Capt.
George Sweeney, of Obio; John J. Dono-
van, of Massachusetis; James Mangan, of
Wisconsin; H. J. Carroll, of Rhode island;
Nicholas Ford, of Missouri, and A, P. Mec-
Guairk. of Jowa. Elogquent addresses by T.
P. Mineban, of Omaha, and Mr. Lyman, of
New York, were heard, and the convention
then adjourned sine die,

“COWARDLY CONSPIRATORS.”

Secretary Sutton m’meu and Presl-
dent Fitzgerald's Enemlies.

€CHicaco, Oct. 2.—John P. Sutton, secre-
tary of the Irish National League of North
Ameriea, laid before the convention to-day
a report tbat caused a sensation. After re-
citing that Jobn Fitzgerald was elected
president of the league in August, 1886, at
Chicago, by three-fourths of the delegates,
the report says:

“President Fitzgerald returned to his
Western home in the full belief that a
great organized body of Irish Ameticans
stood behind him, united like brothegs n
the holy cause of Irish hberty. He found
bis mistake. Like Garrett, the great Earl
of Desmond, and the still noble Lord Ed-
ward, he fonud Irish traitors ready to stab
him: in the bLack. The cowardly couspir-
ators,who,failing in theirvile purpose of cre-
ating dissension and disunion, had sneaked
out like beaten curs from the last Chicago
convention and renewed noder cover of se-
cret plots their attemmpt to demoralize and
disrupt the leagune.”

Beginning with a letter from Mr. Parnell
a few weeks after the Chicago convention,
entreating President Fitzgerald to raise
fuuds to help thee nunforsunate evicted
tenants of Ireland, ™ the treasury of the
Irish league wus almost exhaustod, the re-
port outlines a startling narrative with
letters and telegrams 1n chronological
order toshow that time and again a con-
vention of the American Leéague was pre-
vented from acruss the water, while the
oflicers of the leagne for not holding one
wers abused by faotionists in this country,
encouraged ULy Mr. Parnell and his col-
leagues, who are exbibited assedulously
ignoring the league ollicials whenever op-
portunity offered. FPresident Fitzgerald is
stated to bLave headed the anti-eviction
fund with a personal subsecription of 83,000
and to bave raised a total of nearly §100,-
000 in his first effort for the struggling
farmers in Ireland **while areverend editor
in Butfalo was sneering at his want of ed-
ucation.”

One peculiar disclosure made by Secre-
tary Sutton isin eflect that during Octo-
ber, 15888, Parpell, finding himself bound
bﬂ' agreement to turn over to his la' yers
the full amount of the Times defense fund,
then unexpectedly large, begged of Presi-
deunt Fitzgerald, through James J. O'Kelly,
that while pushing the collections the
fund be retained in Amerien. “The wishes
of Mr. Parpell were comphed with,” says
the report, “and very soon there was a
bhowl from the handiul of factionists in
Chicago, New York and Philadelphia, who
acted energetically in behalf of the Lon-
don Times by sowing the seeds of mistrust
in their statement that Rev. Dr. O'Reilly
was retaining money for improper pur-
poses, Information from Timothy Har-
rington that the money was retammed at
Mr. Parnpell’s request,” the report says,
“did not prevent them continuing to raise
the same charge, as their only object was
to break up every Irislr organization in
America. Indeed they maght fairly have
been called the Anarchists of the Irish
movement, for they were determined to ruin
what they eould not rule.”

TOOLS OF ASSASSINS,

Rev. P. A. McKenna’spublished statement
that ho had declined toattend the St. Louis
meeting of the national committee because
he could not associate with men who were

assassing or tools of assassins 18 mentioned
in Secretary Sutton’s report, with a Jetter
from Father MeKenna, dated April 2, 1890,
exactly a fortmght before the meeting, ac-
cepting an invitation to be present, in
which he said: “Having followed the flag
from the beginning I will do so until the
eud.” The violenece of Father MeKenna’s
charge and i1ts wideapread publication,
saye the report, demanded the proof of the
accusation or the apology of the author.

Theclimax of Mr. Sutton’s document is a
letter, dated “‘House of Commeons, London,
May 21, 1840,” from John Dillon to President
Fitzgerald, marked strictly contidential,
saying:

Mr. Parnell suggests that the executive should
address a commuunication to him [ Parnell], recog-
nizing the dificuities created by Awmerican party
complications, and advising that he [Parnpell]
should take steps to recoustruct the present or-
ganization in such a manner as would allow the
various irauohes to communicate direct with
Dublin. 11 the executive can sce their way to
act upon the suggestion, Mr. Parnell authorizes
e to say he will himself write, thanking them
for their great services to 1he Irish cause, strong-
ly disapproving of the attacks that have been
made uyon them, and stating that having in-
quired into the charges wade ugainst the execa-
tive of the league, he is gatistied that they are
utterly without toundation.

President Fitzgerald, replving, said the
members of the executive could not con-
ceal their astonishiment at the tenor of the
commuuication to them, addiny:

We cannot but dissent from the supposition
that American polities have in any way inter-
fered with or complicated the administration of
the leazue. The record shows that while the
men bers of the executive were of ditferent polit-
fcal amliations they were nnanimous in their
resolve to prevent any such interferruce with
the woverevment of the leasue. As to the unde-
sirability of the central organization in America,
that is a question which pertains exclusively to
your Jjurisdiction. Regardin:s the propo-
sition of addressing @ letter to Mr.
Paruell, recogulzing dilficulties created
by American party complications, and advising
thnt be should take steps to recoustruct the pres-
ent organization in such & wauner as would al
low the various branches w0 communicate direct
with Dablin, it is one which the couscience of
the executive cannot conforiu to, Wejarenot now,
por have we ever been, unmindful of the fact

| that we touk oftice under pledges to conduct the

league as a body auxiliary to the national party
iu Ireiand, and as such we have always been
guided by their advice and direction. We do not
propose atthls late date to adept a different
policy; but we are not seeking a certiticate of
character frow any one for having acted in every
fnstance 1o conformity with Mg Parnell's ex-
press desires.

JAY GOULD A SICK MAN,

Worn Out by Hard Work and Worried by
His Manifold Cares. .

NEw Yorg, Oct. 2.—Renewed confirma-
tion of the story printed last evening to
the effect that Jay Gould 1s broken down
physically and that his health is in an ex-
tremely critical condition has, according
to an evening paper, been received to-day.
Mr. Gould was not at his oflice to-day, and
it 1s learned that under the advice of his
physician, Dr. Munn, he did not leave his
home at Tarrytown. Any further tax or
strain upon bis weakened nervous forces
would in all probability be foilowed quick-
ly by distrastrous consequences, the pny-
sician thinks, and he cannot be permitted
in his present condition of health to at-
tempt any mental or physical exertion,

A reporter who visited Mr. Goula’s resi-
dence at Irvington this morning was re-
fused all mmformation regarding the actual
condition of the rich man. It was said
that be had given striet orders to aliow no
one to be admitted. Dr. Munn lives near
by, and 18 in constant attendance upon his
patient. He was met by the reporter this
morning, but positively declined to talk
about Mr. Gould’s health. The Doctor was
on his way to the railroad depot to take
the 0 o’clock train for New York. He said
he wonld return at 2 o’clock, and that it
was only the pressure of business which re-
quired his presence in the city.

After this it was learned that Mr. Gounld
bhad gone out for a drivein his two-horse
surrey, accownpanied oniy by his coachman,
He was carefully bundled up, for the morn-
ing air was crisp and cool. Those who saw
him as he pagsed along the drive from the
entrance of his groundssaid that he looked
very worn and feeble, and that his features
were pale and drawn. That he is a very
sick man there is no doubt, says the even-
ing paper quoted, and it is generally be-
lieved that he will be obliged to give up
his business activities, at any rate for the
present.

THE CAUSE OF HIS 1LLNESS.

The incident of the Missouri Pacifle di-
rectors’ meeting, last Wednesday after-
noon, was the talk of Wall street this
morning. The account given yesterday of
Mr. Gould's prostration on that occasion
was fully corroberated by several of those
who had been present. The attack came
on so suddenly that some believed at first
that it was a stroke of paralysis, and
though it .proved to be less serious than
was supposed, it is almost universally be-
lieved to furnish a clear proof of the mill-
ionaire’s physical, if not mental, breaking
down. When Mr. Gould stood up to op-

pose the proposition made by Russell Sage
to reconsider the action of the board 1n pass-
ing the quarterly dividend, and to declare
adividend of at least 1 percent. His
voice was feeble and he made a great effort
to steady 1t. Almost assoon as he began to
speak, however, it was noticed that a sud-
den change came over his face. He hesi.
tated and tried to collect himself, but his
utterances were almost imncoherent, Then
he seemed to recognize his own inhbility to
make himself understood and to say what
he wanted to, and, giving way completely,
he sank back into his chair and bowed his
bhead upon the table, covering his face with
his hands, For a moment he seemed to
have fainted away, and his friends rushed
to his side. When he raised his face from
the table it was seen that his eyes were
filled with tears and he seemed completely
prostrated. In a broken voice he said:

“(ientlemen, you must excuse me. [
have been so harassed and worried lately,
and have passed through an ordeal so far
beyond my strength that I am physically
unable to say anything more in protest
sgainst this dividend.”

Ilestoratives were employed and soon Mr.
Gould was able to leave the room. Ibis
episode brought the meeting to an abrupt
close. After his father had gone out, how-
ever, George Gould, who was very much
worked up over the opposition offered by
Mr. Sage to the plan proposed, called the
deacon to account very savagely, It is
said that the young man used the strong-
est language in referring to Mr., Bage's
interference, which had orecipitated the
attack, and characterized him as an

ONLY TWO ESCAPED.

Nearly All the Riotous Negro Cotton-Pickers
Were Either Shot to Death or Hanged.
—_——————

Memrmis, Oct. 2.—The steamer James
Lee arrived this morning from Helena,
Ark., at which place 1t was stated in last
night's dispatches that nine negroes had
been taken from Sheriffi Derrick and
hanged. These officers and some of the
passengers corroborate the story, with the
exception that five negroes, instead of
nine, are reported missing. Ten in all were
capturea by the posse. Une was shot dead
and Patterson, the ringleader, was wounded
and afterward riddled with Dbullets at
Hackett's Landing. Three more are lying
safe in Lee connty jall, but five are miseing
and it 18 believed that their bodies are in
the bottow of some swamp or floating down
the Mississippr river. There is no doubt
that the sheriff, with his prisoners, was
overpowered on the way to jail, and itis
hardly possible that this act should have
been committed for the purpose of releas-
ing the prisoners. Two ofthe more vic ous
of the rioters escaped before the whites
bad gathered. They are ihe Jones boys,
and it is thought they are in hiding on
Peter's island, which is being thoroughly
searched to-day, as a party of armed men
left the steamer Lee at tbat place late yes-
terday evening If these negroes are
caught there is little doubt but what they
will meet with a fate sumilar to that which
has overtaken some of the others. Aside
from this searching party all is quiet in
Lee county, and this morning most of the
Crittenden county posse passed through
the ci'y en route to their homes,

Another dispatch says: The Lee county
troubles are probably at an end unless the
mob attempts to hang the three negroes in

the Marianna jail. Some fears are enter-
tained that such an attempt will be made
to-night. It now appears that no less than
tifteen negroes were killed out of the gang
of the nineteen who commenced the
trouble. Of the remaining four three are
in the jail at Marianna and one in the jail
at Forest City. To the millionaire mer-
chant, J. F. Frank, of Memphis, is laid the
charge of having incited the trouble by
sayingin the presence of a hundred negroes
at his store that he wonid have his cotton
ickea if he had to pay a dollar per hundred
or the work.

EXPLORING SHILOH CAVE.

Winding Brook That Dashes Over Water-Falls
in the Cavern—Ghosts Plentiful.

Mircuxrr, Ind.,, Oect. 2. —Explorations
made in Shiloh cave, or “Wet cave,” about
fifteen miles northwest of Mitchell, show
that it rivals some of the noted caves in
the southern part of the State in its beau-
tiful scenery. One of the passages has
been explored for about a mile from the

side of a deep sink, where it begines,
to & place mnear BSalt creek, n
& southerly direction. Immediately 1nside
the steep slope below the entrance isa
wide, high grotto, with & noisy brook run-
ning along its tloor. As the brook proceeda
fuarther down the cavern it gets larger, and
its numerons windings make it tedious to
cross until at a distance of about bhaif a
mile it ruashes over a fall into a wider basin
below, from whence 1t 18 more diflicult to
follow it. The entrance to the cavern is
pear an old grave-yard, at Shiloh Chareh,
under which the pasaage winds. This fact,
together with the old relies that were for-
merly found in the cave, thestrange, mock-
ing volces that come up from bewildering
darkness, and the running waters, all add
to the weird eflect ot the scene., caus-
ing many to see strange things and have
subjective sensations of spooks without
heads and bony skeletons, with rattling
joints, whose bony fingers pass with a
swish through the air as they grab for the
passer-by, and whose cold touch some
claim to bave felt upon thelr trembling
shoulders. There are several passayges that
have not been examined. Everywhere is
to be seen shining stalactites and beauti-
fully-shaped figures. There are some evi-
dences that the caye once served as are-
treat of men.

Bank Examiper Miller is engaged in
an examination of the books of the bank,
in which work he is being assisted by the
directors. )

President Dill, of the Clearfield and
Houtzdale banks, was removed from his
residence to jail at midnight. Mre. Dill
accompanied him to jail and was given
permission to stay with bim sll night. A
committee of Houtzdale ¢itizens attempted
toserve & warranton Dill late to-might,
charging him with the embezzlement of
$55,000, which was the amonnt witbdrawn
by Dill for use 1n the First Nautional here,
Dill being aiready under under arrest the
warrant will not be served till morning. It
isnow learned that Dill has bLeen speoun-
lating in stocks, but the amount of his
losses cannot be ascertained.

GLADSTONE SPEAKS TO LIBERALS,

Masterly Discussion of the Questions Engross-
ing the Attention of Englishmen,
NewcasTtLE, Oct. 2—Over four thousand
people were packed in the Tyueside The-
ater to-night to hear Mr. Gladstone. The
stage was occupied by memberas of the

House of Comnmons, officials of Liberal as-
sociations, ete,, while the auditorinm

was crowded with delegates and other in-
fluential members of the party. Two hours

before the proceedings opened every inch
of standing-room was taken. The appear-
ance of Mr. and Mrs. Gladstons was the
signal for a prolonged ovation. The audi-
ence rose and gave round after round of
raptarous cheers. Mr, Gladstone, obvi-
ously delighted with the warmth of his re-
ception, bowed again and agsin in response
to the fervid enthusiasm of the audience.
The cheering continued so long and so
loud that the chairman, Dr. Spencer Wat-
son, was finally compelied to make s mute
appeal for silence. When quiet was re-
stored Dr. Spencer Watson moved, and
Mr. Burt seconded a resolution expressing
affection for and undiminished contidence
in Mr. Gladstone. The resolution was car-
ried with renewed acclamations,

When the cheering subsided, Mr. Glad-

stone arose to speak. He expressed pre-
found gratitude for the reception accorded
him. He met them, he said, in part as cit1-
zens of Newcastle, but more particulary as
representatives of that liberal sentiment
which bhe believed dominated powerfully

and effectually the mind of the conuntry at
large. Looking back to 1886 they saw what
was bellieved to be a crushing defeat. DBut
during th:(fosp that had since elapsed the
horizon bad brightened. There were many
precursors of certain victory, and that vice
tory they knew could not be far distant.
[Cheers.] In making asurvey of the pablio
situation he would tirst allude to arrears in
legislation. He fearea that the arrears
would grow in proportion as the life of the
Tory government was prolonged. Whatever
zeal the Liberals might have they needed
much patience before the arrears could
be overtaken. Among the several sub-
jects whose claim to publio attention he
admitted, 1f be cited the guestion of the
shortening of the period of Parliament, it
was only to say that the Liberal party was
for it and would propose 1t at the earliess
opportunity that could ‘ju-tly and wisely
be chosen. [Cheers.| If he spoke of & re-
adjustment of taxation, especially Letween
the various kinds of property, he would
diswiss a subject abounding in complex de-
tails by referring to speeches and votes al-
ready given as an assurance that when its
tarn came toe subject would have practical
and decisive attention.

Next referring to national economy, Mr.
Gladstone said that muoech had been said
about the late conversion of the national
debt. All thesaving thereon, and more, bo
declared, bad alroady been absorbed and
effaced from the public accounts not only
by enormous increases in the charges for
supply and necessary civil rates ‘of the
country, but also by an enormous increase
in the naval and military expenditures,
And still the relentless appetite of those
bringing it about had not been satisfied.
[*Hear, bear.”]

SALISBURY’S FOREIGN POLICY,

He should like to have spoken on the
governinent’s foreign policy it it had bad
any domestic results, but the policy of the
present administration had been well nigh
the inverse and reverse of that of Lord
Beaconstield. Just as the Liberals had en-
deavored to make the work of the Beacons-
ficld administration diflicals, because they
thought it was doing ill, so had they
strived to make the work of the

present administrationin its foreign
policy easy, because they thoucht that,
as far as their information went, its
spirit had undergone a  beneficial
change. Apoeals to passion and pride were
no longer sent broadcast over the country,
A kinder, juster and more general spirit
bad dictated at least the departmental po-
sition of the Salisbury Calinet. *“lI shall
indeed rejoice,” continued Mr, Gladsione,
“if before the day comes for the present
administration to give up the ghost
[laughter and cheen{ it will be possiule
for Lord Salisbury to make an effort to re-
lieve us of the burdensome and embar-
rassing occupation of Egypt, which so
long as it lasts must be a cause of weak-
ness. It is a source of embarrassmeoent we
owe entirely to engagements contracted by
a former Tory government,and which | fear
the present government mav, if it continues
1ts present foreign policy’; band to its Laberal
successors to deal with,” [Cheers.)

Looking at the multitude of other topics
calling for votice, Mr. Gladstone said he
almost echoed the wish of the father of
poets for ten mouths and ten tongunes
wherewith to speak. [Laughter.] He
must speak a word of congratulation and
hope in regard to the temperance guestion,
Altbhough the parliameutary proceedings on
the subject 1n 180 were negative and
not aflirmative, althongh they appeared
to consist substantally oonly in the
rejection ofa bad vlan sand not in the
adaption of a8 good one, yet they had this
offiect—they disposed for all time of the
monstrous and enormous claims for the
compensation of publicans which the pres-
ent government acknowledged. If upon
the foundation bill which the government
introduced it bhad been possible to make
these claims, they would Lave proved an
tmpenetrable fort against every attempt
to deal effectually with the drink trafliie.
There were some positive results also. In
various parts of the country new life and a
wore equitable border spirit had been in-
fused 1uto leensing boards,

“Those approaching my period of life,”
sard Mr. Gladstone, “"may not wituess it,
but many of you will see a thorough and
ettective reformof the laws connected with
the traflic in alcohol, with anacknowledg-
ment of the right of local populations to
settle the guestion whether within their
borderapublic houses shallexist.” [Cheors. |

Touching the Welsh and Scoteh church
disestablishment questions Mr., Gladstone
sard: “l, a resident of Wales, and a Scoteh
representative, shall not embroil myself
I & pitiless controversy. 1 shall sumply
assure Scotland and Wales that they have
the unanimous sapport of the Liberals,
[*Hear, hear!’] It 18 not dependent upon
those conducting Liberal affairs 1n Parlia-
ment whether >ocoteh or Welsh disestad-
hsbment takes precedence.
